te T is probab’e in this eventful age of reafon that the unclean , 
fpirits of frogs” go forth, and rally their forces to battle with God Al. 
mighty ; to revolutionize his moral government. The leaders of a great 
nation have already faid “ Reafon dethrones both the kings of the earth 
* and the kings of heaven—No monarchy above, if we with to preferve 
__£ our reoublie-Seiow If you once admit the exiftence of a heavenly 
€ fovereign, you introduce the wooden horfe within youe walls. What 
* you adore by day, will be your deftru@tion at night.” 

Ve illuminated reformers of the world, why fuch enmity againft the 
Governor of the Univerfe? Would you thus deny him, if you believed ' 
that he has already imputed all your crimfon fins to his fon? If you be- 
lieved that he behoids you as innocent in the atoning lamb ? If you be- 
lieved that at deati,, he is determined to waft you from feas of blood re 
worlds of light ? You would not. You deny God, not as a being who 
contemplates your future happinefs ; but as a holy fovereign ; as a right- 
eous moral governor ; who now condemns you for fin ; and will 
hereafter confign the unrighteous to a juft punifhment. 

Thefe virulent philofophers rightly conceive, that if the {criptures be 
true, the merciful Gad is alfo jult ; and shat in juttice, the Lord Jefus 
will be revealed from heaven in flaming fire, taking vengeance on them 
that know not Gad, and obey not the gofpel. ‘Theis feelings, their 
plan of life, aud civil government, prompt them to deny the whole. — = 
"Shey choofe to meet death rather as the begining of eternal fleep, than 
as °n introduétion to the retributions of a holy God, 

Happy were it for the prefent age, if the unmafked antichrifts of Ea- 
tope were the only clafs of men, who deny God, as the moral abs 
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of the world, That God will neither reward, nor punifh men hereafter 
according to their deeds, or perfonal character, is a doctrine warmly ef- 
poufed by a few profeffed believers in revelation. And it is imagined 
that this oppofition to the divine government, will, in one form or other 
be co-extenfive with the modern fyftem of levelling polyics. ‘ No mo- 
‘ riarchy above, if we with to preferve our republic below.’—ie. If we 
with to preferve a republic built on the unjult principle, that * Expedi- 
¢ ency is the rule of right.” As jutt inttitutions rejoice in the fear of 
him, whofe goodnefs to the univerfe is a juft confuming fire jo the ua- 
joft ; fo unjuft inftitutions feel abheren: to fuch a God of bene. 
volent juftice. No “ army of principles” can do more fatal injury 
to the immortal fouls of men, to religion, to morality, to good civil go- 
vernment, than that which denies the diftributive juftice of God, and 
places all men on a level, as it refpeéts the hope of future happinefs. ; 
Deeply penetrated with a fenfe of this, L fent you, Gentlemen, a few 
thoughts on the pr.nciples and confequences of univerfal falvation, to be 
inferted in the ‘ Chriftian’s Moniter.’ Thofe thoughts were defigned to 
excite inquiry into the nature and tendency of the fyffem ; for this end 
it was fhown that men, who are practical enemies to good government, 
human and divine, may at the fame time delight in God, as a benefac- 
tor merely, beftowing favors without any relpect to perfenal charatters, 
The prinsiples 1 adopted are fully afferred by Dr, HUNTINGTON, 
whofe univerfal {yftem is perhaps the moit prevalent of} on) ol 
in thefe parts, He fays, Ali mankind are alike included in the mof 
glorious and merciful covenant of redemption.”* Al! mankind include 
all thofe, whofe career of murder and rapine has been ftopped only by 
death, They alike fhare with Paul. In P, 98, he fays that “God re. 
gards mz jaft as though he had done and fuffered all that Chrift hath.” 
If this be true, then God regards the prefent infidels of Europe, jutt as if 
they had already atoned for their cruel deeds, and were innocent ; or, at 
leait, under no obligation to punifhment, With a volume of fuch doc- 
trines under my eye, I thought I afflumed a genuine univerfal principle, 
when I faid “* that whatever be the life of men in this world, God wiil 
exalt them to a crown of glory in the world to come."# Yet a writer 
in No. 12, of the * Chriftian’s Moniter,’ denies the above affumed prin- 
ciple, as genuine, What then dues he adopt. Does he believe that 
fome few fhall perith forever, whofe expiring breath fill their mouths 
with eurfing and bitternefs ? He ought to have ftated his ditinguith- 
ing principles in definize terms, It is furprifing that he fhould fuppofe 
that the peculiar principles of yniverfalifm are diftinguifhed by the gene- 
ral propofitions. That “ The being on whom men depend for {alya- 
tion, is poffeffed of infinite goodnefs ; thes, this being is the living God 
who is the Savior of all men, (to which thould be added) e/pecially of 
them that believe ; that, this living goc will have all men to be faved, 
gnd come to the knowledge of the truth.” I firmly believe the above);

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and yet, {toexprefs myfelf alfo in fcripture language} I believe that fome 
men deny the Lord who bought the:n, and bring upon themfelves {wife 
deftrugtion. I believe that God is Jove ; that he is good and doeth good ; 
that in love to the belt good of the univerfe, the Lord reigns, and will 
in the flue make a moft happy and glorious heaven, to which the wrath 
of man fhall be fubordinate for his praife, 

Perhaps the con/fequences render a definite Ratement of the principle un. 
tenable. Indefinite propofitions are moft favorable to a play of words, 
If God will not fave all mea, however they live, the doétrine of univer. 
fal falvation is given up. I would therefore afk the remarker whether 
be is fure, that, without any future punifhment, God will fave all thofe 
woted charaéters in Europe, who have combined under the banner of Sas 
tan to deftroy the Chriftian religion, as well as all the governments in 
the world ? : 

But | already anticipate his anfwer, if Lunderftand what he has write 
ten, ‘The fins of men are ‘ goats and tares’:: Thefe fhall be punifhed, 
That is—In the day of judgment, Chrit will fet the fins of infidels on 
his left hand, and fay uno them ‘| was an hungred and ye gave me nu 
mieat ; | was thirfty and ye gave me no drink,’ &c. © Then fhall the fins 
of men anfwer and fay, Lord when faw we thee an hungred or athirity? 

“&c. and did not minifler unto thee 2 And fo the fins of men, the voli- 
tions of the agent, which can have no exiftence feparate from him, fhall 
The e@ of morder or ftealing 
all be punifhed ; but the culprig thall be happy. Sin and holinefs are 
both equally the qualities or properties of the agen’. Uf the goats are 
fin, then the theep are holinefs—OF courfe Chrift will take all the holi- 
nefs ; Satan will take all the finof the world (if the writer be confiltent) 
—but what will become of the fouls, deprived of their effential proper- 
ties? If L underftand him, the remarker explains the above parables of 
Chrift on the principle that God will not judge men according to their 
works—,. ¢.—He denies the moral government of God ovcr rational 
agents ; for if God will punith the finful volitions of men (which how- 
ever is naturally impoffible) then his government is a government over 
volitions, not Over rational agents, “And it is conceived that this doc- 
trine tends to remove all reftraint, and gratify the wicked : for if they 
can be happy, they will care not how much their fiasare punifhed, But 
do we live in America, in an age of great light too ? Is 1 not a dream? 
Is it not poffible that we live inone of thofe dark ages fo often mention- 
ed by hiftorians; that one fees a neceffity of writing a word to expofe 
the inconfiftence of believing that the a& of murder may be coomed te 
fuffer, while the murderer Bail be pardoned 2
